Economic indicators 
show expansion ahead 


..;,WASHINGTON (AP) — A gov- 
ernment forecast of economic 
trends indicated Friday that the 
economy will continue expanding in 
the next few months. 


The Commerce Departnienl's 


index of leading economic indica- 
tors went up a half of 1 per cent in 
April, the third monthly increase in 
a row. 
• - ' - . ' . 


. 
The department also revised 


the March index figure up from l.-f 
to 1.9 per cent, making the March 
increase the biggest monthly 'rise 
since a 2.3 per cent gain in July 
1975. 


A department economist said 


the increases this year have aver- 
aged about a half of 1 per cent, 
indicating continued growth. He 
said the March increase was par- 
ticularly large because much of the 
United States had just recovered 
from a cold winter. 


Administration 
economists 


have predicted a strong annual 
growth rate of 6.5 to 7 per cent for 


• the second quarter. 


The index of leading indicators 


is a composite of M2 economic re- 


ports and is intended to forecast 
economic activity. Although falling 
1.2 per cent in January, the index 
rose eight-tenths of 1 per cent in 
February before rising 1.9 per cent 
in Mdrch and half of 1 per cent in 
April. 


Increases were recorded last 


month in four indicators: vendor 
performance, change in sensitive 
prices, contracts and orders for 
plant and equipment and money 
balance in 1972 dollars. 


Decreasing were average work 


week, change in total liquid assets, 
slock prices, new orders and build- 
ing permits. 


The layoff rale was unchanged. 


Figures were not available on 
changes in inventories and net busi- 
ness formation. 


The index for April stood at 


130.7, or 30.7 per cent ahead of the 
total for 1967.

WASHINGTON - A Senate 


committee, the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Justice De- 
partment are investigating monop- 
olistic practices in the sale of eye- 
glasses that may cost consumers 
$400 million a year in excessive 
prices. 


The practices involve sophisti- 


cated forms of price rigging that 
combine to produce retail markups 
as-high as 500 per cent on lenses 
and frames for many of the 112 
million Americans who wear 
glasses, experts have told federal 
investigators. 


Hearings held in the last three 


months by the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Small Business have 
shown that the prices federal agen- 
cies pay for glasses are only a 
fraction of those customarily 
charged to most private buyers in 
the open market. 


THE PENTAGON, for exam- 


• pie, finds that the relatively small 


number of glasses it buys on the 
open market cost, on the average, 
eight times as much as the glasses 
it assembles itself. The Pentagon's 
in-house costs include components 
and overhead. 
. 


The committee has also found • 


that prices in the 45 states that 
either prohibit or limit the advertis- 
ing of prices of glasses are 25 to'40 
per cent higher than prices, in 
states that permit advertising.

advertising of glasses, but the law 
has not been enforced in the wake 
of court cases testing its validity.)

— Heavily-armed Dutch troops and 
police turned their attention Friday

Four' teachers remained 
captive in the school. 


Reporters heard what sounded

meeting smog-control require- 
ments. 


The new rule goes into, effect 


Jan. 1, 1978. As written, however, 
the fees will be charged for the 
amount and type qf pollutants emit- 
ted during calender year 1977. 


District staff members were 


unable to explain how industrial 
polluters could 'be charged these 
fees from the beginning of this year 
through Friday, when the rule was 
adopted. 
; 


However, one official indicated 


lhal the fees charged for pollulion 
in 1977 might be pro-rated from the 
effective date Friday. 


Under the plan, industries that 


emit more than 25 tons of contami- 
nants will be charged the $12 per 
ton for hydrocarbons; $D per ton for 
particulates; $8 per. ton (or sulphur 
dioxide; and $7 per Ion (or nitrogen 
dioxides. 


Those emitting more than 249 


tons per year of carbon monoxide 


will be charged 10 cents per ton. 


Members of the AQMD board 


noted the law setting up the smog 
agency in Los Angeles, Orange, 
Riverside and San Bernardino 
Counties presently e x e m p t s 
municipally-owned utilities from 
paying emissions fees. The exemp- 
tion, for example, would apply to 
the Los Angeles City Department of 
Water and Power, but such utilities 
as Southern California Edison 
would have to pay Ihe fee. 


Ixis Angeles County Supervisor' 


Ed Edelrnan, a meniber of the 
AQMD board who first proposed 
the emissions fees, said he under- 
stands a bill will be introduced soon 


in the legislature to eliminate Ihe 
exemption for municipally owned 
utilities. 


Edelman noted lhal the 'addi- 


tional $2 million in revenue, cou- 
pled with an earlier rule change 
making operating permits renew- 
able each year, will increase new 
revenues generated to $4.3 million. 


He said this would reduce the 


district's reliance on property-tax 
support to one-third of its annual 
budget, rather than the 65 per cent 
before the two new rules were 
adopted. 


In adopting Ihe change, board 


members also directed district 


staff to work on proposals' -that 
eventually would enable the district 
to charge similar emissions fees for 
smaller operations that emit less 
than 25 tons per year.

Los Angeles City Councilman 


Marvin Rraude praised the 'new 
system, saying, "It is .entirely-fil- 
ling that the cost of pollution Con- 
trol be borne by those entities' re- 
sponsible for creating the problem 
in the first place." 


He also called for a: pollution 


charge to be levied over and above 
the emissions fee. District staff was 
directed to bring in a report on the

Southern California reser- 
voirs to about halt Iheir 
capacity, and some could 
be empty by 1978 unless 
residents conserve, a 
water official 
warned

"We can only gel by 


this year without rationing 
if we save at least 10 per 
cent of the water we us«l 
in 1976." said Metropolitan 
Water District General 
Manager John H. l.aiilen. 


He said 1976 ''was thr 


Ihird driest year of record 
in California, and 1977 
holds promise of being the 
driest year of record by 
quite a bit," Lauten told 
the California Water Re- 
sources Association that 
part of the problem faced 
bv Hie dislricl is convinc- 


ing the public there really 
is a severe water short- 
age. 


"11 wasn't until the 


drought really hit this 
year t h a t t h e public 
started to listen to our 
message," he added. 


Lauten stressed if resi- 


dents 
f a i l to conserve 


water, they will face 
heavy fines for excessive 
consumption' or manda- 
tory rationing. 


"One way or the other, 


\ve are going to reduce 
waste in the use of water 
and thereby maintain 
sufficient water in surface 
storage reservoirs so that 
we will have adequate 
storage reserves to carry 
us through an extended 
drought," Lauten said. 


Although much of South- 


ern California has nearly 


caught up with normal 
rainfall figures this year, 
it still hasn't marie up for 
the. effects of previous 
years' drought or for the 
current drought in North- 
ern California, which for- 
merly provided much of 
the southern area's water. 


Lauten suggested Ihe 


Southern California area 
could cope with several

finance'plan from $3.2 billion to S46 bil- 
lion, the legislative author of the plan 
said Friday. 


The author, Assemblyman Leroy 


Greene, D-Sacramento, said that after a 
review of the expected $2.75-billion 
budget surplus and long-range economic 
projections for the state, Brown approved 
amendments increasing each major por- 
tion of the bill. 


The bill has passed the Assembly and 


is awaiting hearing in a Senate commit- 
tee. : ' 


First-year costs of the measure would 


jump from $220 million to £H1 million. 
By the fifth year, the bill would increase 
stale spending by $1.4 billion, compared 
to $1.04-billion in an earlier draft. 


The amendments promise both 


across-the-board aid and funds intended 
lo wipe out inequities between rich and 
poor districts. 


One amendment provides an extra 


31 million for the state's H largest dis- 
tricts. 


The big districts, which generally 


face higher costs than small districts for 
similar services, have complained lhat 
they are penalized under any bill thai 
attempts to equalize school spending. 


The school finance plan is a response 


to the California Supreme 
Courtis 


Serrano decision, which said the state's 
current school finance system violates 
constitutional guarantees of equal protec- 
tion because of unequal amounts of funds 
available in districts with varying 
property wealth. 


When Brown unveiled his plan last. 


January, he said it offered "substantial 
compliance" with that order because it 
would bring revenues for 88 per cent of 
the state's 4.5-million public school chil- 
dren lo within $200 at the same tax rale 
in five years. 


Critics said that was not good enough.

I assumed that in the 
cold war climate that existed all 


the networks were cooperating." 


In a telephone interview from 


IxMidon, Mickelson said that, on re- 
quest, the network had provided 
intelligence agents with "out- 
lakes," or portions of news film not 
broadcast on the air, that usually 
dealt with dislurbances in foreign 
countries:

They charged that the attempts 


by several theologians to aid the 
committee preparing the report 
were "rebuffed," "ignored," and

They expressed shock at a re- 


port in which "no. kind of sexual 
behavior is flatly excluded as 


morally irresponsible although 
such acts as adultery and homosex- 
uality are judged wrong for the 
most part." They said th« report 
"will be ah, embarrassment 
to 


many responsible CTSA members 
and to the Catholic laity.' 


THE CRITICS were particu- 


larly incensed that the report 
"even failed to consider the teach- 
ing of Vatican II, that "by its very 
nature the institution of marriage 
and of married love is ordered to 
the procreation and education of 
offspring and it is in them that is 
its crowning glory."

I 
tossed her into the air and 
wrestled with her. She 
shrieked with laughter.

stresses with children. 
They have emotions, They 
get sick. Parents worry a 
lot. 


Our children seldom 


thank us. After, all, since 
parents are human beings, 
they can think of reasons 
tor not thanking us.

SUFFERN, N.Y. (AP) 


— It could be a dormitory 
on any pastoral college 
campus. Students in faded 
denims are sweeping the 
floors, studying in out-of- 
the-way corners and eat- 
ing sandwiches on the run. 


But these clean-cut men 


and women change into 
drab blue uniforms for 
class. They don't smoke, 
don't drink and must 
marry each other. They 
are cadets in the Salvation 
Army. 


"There's a certain 


batch of people who think 
we're a little odd, maybe 
even weirdo. But God 
wants us to do this. That's 
why we're here," says 
Charlotte Lewis, 30, de- 
fending her decision to 
enter the austere, disci- 
plined life of the officers 
training school here. 


To outsiders, the Salva- 


tion Army conjures up 
images of soapbox preach- 
ers, brass bands, Christ- 
mas kettles, free soup, 
and those funny little bon- 
. nets the women all wear. 


To its officers and mem- 


bers, it is a multi-faceted 
social welfare and Chris- 
tian evangelical ministry 
operating 
throughout 82 


countries and territories 
on every continent in the 
world. 


Like the do-gooders in 


the musical "Guys and 
Dolls" who try to reform 
the gambling ways of Na- 
than Detroit and his pals, 
Salvationists 
encounter 


both respect and scorn 
when tangling with the 
29th Century. 


Yet their officer tram- 


ing schools continue to at- 
tract hundreds of applica- 
tions each year — far 
greater than the number 
of openings available, ac- 
cording to Suffern school 
director Maj. Roy M. Old- 
ford. 


"These-are healthy nor- 


mal men and women. 
They don't see themselves 
as zealots or Jesus freaks. 
They know the Salvation 
Army is an instrument to 
serve people, and it's the 
right one," Oldford said. 


Most of the 106 cadets 


here seem curiously re- 
moved from the tumultu- 
ous 1960's when other 
young people their age 
were experimenting with 
political radicalism, drugs 
and permissive sexual 
.mores. 


Stephen Banfield, 24, 


admits he suffered the 
growing pains of "being 
different" in his tiny 
hometown of Sandford, 
Maine, where peer pres- 


sure dictated that every- 
one look and act alike. 


"I guess f was about 


nine. The Uttle kid next 
door told me he was an 
honor junior soldier in the 
Salvation Army and one 
day he came home wear- 
ing this neat army cap. 
That's when.I really got 
interested," said the slim, 
athletic cadet who would 
have fit in easily at West 
Point. 


Banfield's own family 


had 
stopped going to . 


church several years be- 
fore. But he became an 
active Salvationist, going 
to Sunday services and 
working as a counselor in 
the a r m y ' s summer 
camps. 


"Because it was such a 


small town, there was 
really no one else in my 
high school who was a 
member of the Salvation 
Army. Sure, I'd get kid- 
ding remarks like, 'Here, 
take my old clothes,' and 
that type of thing. You 
know, the misconceptions. 


"But in my really close 


friends, there was a re- 
spect. I guess their par-- 
ents had told them about 
the work of the'Salvation 
Army, the real work, and 
the fathers had talked 
about the doughnuts in the 
war. They had quite a re- 
spect for me. I was really 
surprised." 


Banfield's wife, Janet, 


is 
a 
fourth-generation 


Salvationist and a cadet at 
the school. According to 
regulations, marrying an 
outsider would mean leav- 
ing the army's ranks. 


"It certainly cuts down 


the field," laughed Miss 
Lewis, a bubbly redhead 
who is single. She can dale 
only with the permission 
of her chief side officer, 
the equivalent of a dean of 
women. 


According to the army's 


regulations, the wife 
always takes on the rank 


. of her husband, no matter 


if it is higher or lower 
than her own. Her hus- 
band receives the couple's 
appointment, and she 
must follow him. 


"1 don't think there are 


any built-in biases toward 
.women," said Mrs. Ban- 
field, 22, as she smoothed 
' her long brown hair knot- 
ted neatly in a bun. "I do 
everything a man does. I 
preach, I lead meetings 
and I sing." 


Women, as well as men, 


are ordained ministers 
when they complete the 
two-year program at one 
of four training schools in 
the country. Tuition is J77C 
for the entire program, in- 
cludine room and board.

As officers, Salvatio- 


nists receive only $50 a 
week in living allowance 
although housing, trans- 
portation, medical benefits 
and child support are paid 
for by the non-profit 
organization. 


"Self-denial, 
discipline 


and teamwork are neces- 
sary qualities among offi- 
cers and cadets alike," 
reads the Salvatio.n Army 
cadets' manual. 


The cadets' daily sched- 


ule begins at 6:45 a.m. 
with a rising bell, includes 
time for daily prayer and 
meditation, and ends at 
11:00 p.m. when they re- 
turn to quarters — a Spar- 
tan room with bed and bu- 
reau. 


The courses, 
mostly 


Bible-centered, offer in- 
struction on everything 
f r o m 
"soul-winning" 


methods to sermon deliv- 
ery and preparation. 


One course, entitled 


"Woman Officer as Host- 
ess," includes practice in 
etiquette, table-setting and 
meal planning. 


The Salvation Army 


was founded in London in 
1865 by William Booth, a 
Methodist minister,. who 
was thrown out of an East 
End church when he tried 
to bring his newly con- 
verted street bums and 
outcasts inside. 


Booth and his rag-tag 


band of volunteers broke 
away from accepted reli- 
gious practices and held 
their meetings in tents, 
rented halls or out on the 
street. 


His philosophy, as it 


evolved, was "you can't 
talk to someone about 
their soul if he's got an 
empty stomach." So his 
followers satisfied the 
poor's physical needs be- 
fore preaching spiritual 
salvation. 


Soup kitchens, alcoholic 


treatment centers and 
foundling shelters 
soon 


blossomed. The Salvation 
Army also operates miss- 
ing persons bureaus,leper 
colonies and an extensive 
disaster relief network. 


•Worldwide, the organ- 


ization has about 25,000 


officers and more than 
two million members. A 
new commander general, 
British-born Arnold Brown 
of Toronto,' Canada was 
chosen this spring. 


M o s t c a d e t s have 


smoked one or two ciga- 
rettes or "indulged" in an 
alcoholic beverage before 
joining. "That's part of 
being a teenager," Ban- 
field said. 


But few admit to ever 


trying marijuana or other 
drugs. 


Oldford remembers one 


or two trainees who had 
"unconventional" 
back- 


grounds before joining the 
Salvation Army, like the 
male cadet who belonged 
to a violence-prone, drug- 
using motorcycle gang. 


"I guess you could say 


he liked our uniform bet- 
ter t h a n his leather 
jacket," the school direc- 
tor said. 


The cadets, a tightly 


knit group, readily ac- 
knowledge they feel more 
comfortable with one 
another than with "outsid- 
ers." In addition to army 
life, they have their deep 
religious convictions in 
common. 


Miss Lewis attended her 


first Salvation Army meet- 
ing in Florida when she 
was 13. Two. weeks later, 
she underwent an intense 
spiritual conversion. 


"Everything 
I 
had 


heard at the meeting 
came together," she said 
quietly. "I received Jesus 
Christ into my heart and 
made a personal commit- 
ment to Him. After that, 
the Salvation Army was 
my home." 


Says Mrs. Banfield: 


"We believe that God has 
a plan for every person in 
the world. And we've dis- 
covered what he wants us 
to do with our lives. I 
don't think you could ever 
ask for more." 


So she and her husband 


gather up their band in- 
struments, straighten the 
collars of their uniforms 
and walk, hand-in-hand, 
into town to sing a little, 
play a little and preach 
most of all.

the pastors have never 
heard of the Book. 


And yet, the Bible is big 


business.. Almost every 
year brings forth a new 
translation. The publishers 
wouldn't do this if there 
weren't dollars in it. 


It would take a space 


much larger than is avail- 
able to just list the Bibles 
in English and the study 
and reference Bibles. I 
have seen no comment 
about what is going on in 
other European-language 
countries. 


The Bible people con- 


stantly seek out new fron- 
tiers. The Wycliffe Tran- 
slators, for example, send 
dedicated academic peo- 
ple to unknown tribes 
where, sometimes in mor- 
tal danger, they learn the 
language and make trans- 
lations. This isn't easy. 
You don't learn the un- 
written language of a 
small tribe in the Andes 
the way you would learn 
Spanish or even Russian. 


But they do learn and 


translate 
into written 


words and tape recorders. 
Sometimes the achieve- 
ment is minor, just a few 
pages from the Gospels. 
But they bring the Good 
News. 


In English, the King 


James Version, despite its 
inadequacies, remains the 
best-selling Bible. King 
James 1 of England com- 
missioned 50 scholars to 
make a translation. (There 
had been earlier, unsatis- 
factory translations.) The 
scholars were a motley 
crew, some of them of 
dubious morals, but they 
were Renaissance gentle- 
men with a true ear for 
poetry. They worked 
under a handicap because 
many of the manuscripts 
were in the Vatican or 
with the Greek Orthodox. 


The book, dedicated to 


the discomfit of "Papists, 
dissenters and other heret- 
ics," 
was published in 


1611. There have been 
several revisions, but the 
old book with its archaic 
language remains strong. 


The New English Bible, 


1970, is the work of many 
British scholars. It is easy, 
to read. The faults of the 
King James .Version have 
been largely corrected be- 
cause of the greater avail- 
ability 
of manuscripts. 


This reader feels that the 
Old Testament becomes 
clearer. The gentlemen of 
King James knew their 
Greek well so the changes 
in the New Testament are 
minor. Many readers will 
prefer the archaic lan- 
guage of the old version. 


There are so many ver- 


sions. "The Living Bible 
(Paraphased)" is not to 
my taste. It is a para- 
phase by Kenneth N. Tay- 
lor and in my opinion re- 
flects the biases of the 
editor. But its sale is fan- 
tastic. The publisher, 
Tyndale House, has had to 
enlarge its operation. 


The Good News Bible, 


writtern in everyday, 
natural English, is a best 
seller. It may be obtained 
in inexpensive paperback. 


The Jerusalm Bible, 


translated by R o m a n 
Catholic scholars, is' 
highly respected. 


There are so many 


others — and there is the 
mountainous pile of study 
and reference Bibles. 


Which brings us back to

Getting people to like you 


Everyone wants to be 


liked. No person can ex- 
perience rejection and be 
happy. It is a strong 
human desire lo be ap- 
preciated.

Nicaea in the year 325, 
C.E., which imposed a 
form of apartheid upon the 
Jews of that time? Has he 
not heard of the efforts by 
Christian clergy to per- 
suade the Roman govern- 
ment of the fourth century 
to outlaw the practice of 
Judaism? Has Mr. Clutter 


• not heard about the Chris-, 


tian Crusaders 
who 


prepared :themselves for 
the Crusades by preaching 
and practicing the war 
cry: "Kill a Jew and save 
your soul?" And what 
about 
the 
Inquisition, 


which was essentially an 
organized, 
premeditated, 


Church-sponsored and 
Church-administered. 


course; any brief comment 
on a very large subject is 
likely to be too simple. 
The truth, however, re- 
mains that to be anti-Jew- 
ish is to be anti-Christian. 
Whatever the mistakes'of 
our ancestors, a Christian 
today who is anti-Jewish 
has betrayed his faith and 
doctrine. Incidentally, the 
Inquisition was not anti- 
Jewish but anti-heretic. 
Many Christians died in 
the flames.

History 


In your editorial of 21 


May you take issue with a 
reader for his opinion that 
"anti-Semitism 
is an 


essential and basic part of 
Christianity." As you cor- 
r e c t l y mentioned, an- 
tisemitism existed outside 
of the Christian context in 
the Roman Empire and in 
pre-Christian 
European 


tribal cultures. Also, 
Islam has its own history 
of anti-Jewish persecution. 
However, the great spirit- 


- ual tragedy of Christianity 


is the fact that, with re- 
spect to antisemitism, 19 
centuries 
of Christianity 


made no difference. On 
the contrary! It was dur- 
ing the Christian era that 
antisemitism 
became 


inhumanly barbarous. 


In my opinion it is the 


responsibility of Jews to 
sum up the meaning of 
that era, unimpressed by 
Christian claims, guided 
exclusively by our own ex- 
perience. In terms of the 
Jewish experience in the 
lands of Christendom, the 
.final result of that age is 
bankruptcy — the moral 
bankruptcy of Christian 
civilization and the spirit- 
ual bankruptcy of Chris- 
tian religion. After 19 cen- 
turies of Christianity, the 
extermination of 6 million 
Jews, among them 1% 
million children, carried 
out in cold blood in the 
very heart of Christian 
Europe, encouraged by 
the 
criminal silence of 


virtually all Christendom 
including that of an infalli- 
ble Holy Father in Rome, 
was the natural culmina- 
tion of that bankruptcy. A 
straight line .leads from 
the first act of oppression 
against the Jews and 
Judaism in the 4th century 
to the Holocaust in the 
20th. 


In order to pacify the 


Christian conscience it is 
said that the Nazis were 
not Christians. But they 
were all children of Chris- 
tians! They were the fruit 
of 19 centuries of Christi- 
anity — the logical fruit of 
violence and 
militancy, 


oppression and intoler- 
ance, hatred and persecu- 
tion, which dominated 
European history for the 
16 centuries since Constan- 
tine the Great. Without the 
hatred and contempt for 
the Jew p l a n t e d by 
Christianity in the hearts 
of the multitude of its fol- 


lowers, Nazism's crime 
against the Jewish people 
could never have even 
been conceived, much less 
executed. 


In his book, "The An- 


guish of the Jews," Father 
Edmund Flannery demon- 
strates some measure of 
realization of the Christian 
responsibility 
in 
the 


history of Jewish martyr- . 
dom. In considering the 
antisemitism of the Chris- 
tian scriptures, the impor- 
tant question is how cer- 
tain p a s s a g e s 
w e r e 


understood by the popu- 
l a c e , the 
important 


question • is- how certain 
passages were understood 
by the populace, such as 
Revelation 2:9 and John 
8:44. 
No matter what the . 


deeper theological refer- 
. ences to the Jews may be, 
for 
centuries Christians 


were reading: "Woe unto 
you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites . . . ye 
serpents, ye generation of 
hell?" (Matthew 23:33) and 
were thinking of their 
Jewish neighbors. The 
Christian populace acted 
as was expected of the 
disciples of a Gregory of 
'Nyssa, of a St. John 
Chrysostom, of an Ago- 
hard, an Amnlo, an Inno- 
cent III, a Capistrano, a 
Paul IV, not to mention 
the lesser luminaries 
among the priests and 
monks who followed in 
their footsteps. What 
chance did the Pauline 
doctrine of tolerance have 
if even Gregory the Great, 
the most just among the 
popes, described the Jews 
in a manner "more close 
to a 4th century image of 
the Jews as a dark, blind 
and perverse unbeliever"! 
(Flannery). The mobs 
were the least responsible 
for the massacres; the 
moral responsibility must 
be placed squarely on the 
shoulders of those who 
taught them, guided-thcm, 
led them. 


Whereas the subject is 


inexhaustible, you 
may 


understand why Jews can- 
n o t h e l p w o n d e r i n g 
whether Christianity, after 
all is said, is not by its 
fundamental 
doctrine 


bound to an anti-Jucaic 
and anti-Jewish stance in 
history. I, too, wish the 
facts were different, Mr. 
Clutter, but wishing does 
not change history.

hardliners opposed to 
Neto's plans for attracting 
Western investments and 
reducing dependence on 
the Soviet bloc. 


Neto said the rebels had 


"misinterpreted" 
his 


ideology and that those re- 
sponsible for the revolt 


would be pUhished "with 
utmost severity."

company to avoid litiga- 
lion over any labeling of 
engines in its 1978 model 
cars.

Urged on by some Carter adminislalion officials, 


Democrats in Congress are ready to open a "second 
front" in the battle to prevent U.S. oil companies 
trom acquiring energy sources other than petroleum. 


It's all part of the decade-long war between 


government and the oil industry called "divestiture" 
— forcing oil companies to surrender their grip on 
not only oil-based products, which they control from 
wellhead to gas pump, but other energy sources as 
well. 


The outburst from Capitol Hill illustrates a grow- 


ing concern in Washington — that major U.S. oil 
companies may throw a hammerlock on competing 
energy sources, including coal, nuclear power and 
solar energy. 


OIL INDUSTRY critics on the Hilland elsewhere 


say that without preventive action now, oil compa- 
nies' control of these alternate sources could reduce 
competition, delay development and squeeze the con- 
sumer's wallet even further. 


Proposed legislative action would not only keep 


the oil companies from entering competing lines, but 
would also force them to sell any such operations 
Ihcy already have. 
: 
This type of action is called "horizontal divesti- 


ture," a form of cross-ownership, which is distinct 
from ".vertical divestiture" — splitting up a compa- 
ny's control of production, refining and marketing. 


Rep. Morris Udall, D-Ariz., chairman of the 


House Interior Committee, and 20 other House mem- 
bers have introduced such legislation. Hearings are 
expected sometime this year. 


However, advocates of horizontal divestiture 


niay strike with their own "blitzkrieg" before then. 


.-' 
LEGISLATIVE sources say the advocates may 


move on either the House or Senate floors to tack 
such an amendment onto some bill — "it doesn't 
matter which," said one — designed to carry out 
Carter's wide-ranging energy proposals. 
• . 
Oilmen, viewing the possibility with outright 


alarm, see this current legislative push as the great- 
est threat to their industry since the breakup of John 
D. Rockerfeller's Standard Oil trust in 1911. 


Thus, oil lobbyists are burning their own'mid- 


night oil these evenings cranking out reams of pam- 
phlets and advertisements that argue against what 
"they call "dismemberment".of their.industry. 
- 
Essentially, they say, oileorhpanies'-have truly " 


become "energy companies," that they are aggres- 
sively promoting development of all fuels, and that 
their capital and expertise arc needed to permit 
expansion of energy sources other than oil. 


Nobody blames them — the oil companies have a 


lot at stake in the fight over horizontal divestiture. 


Since the 1960s, oil companies have expanded 


even further into other energy lines, including coal, 
nuclear fuel, synthetic gas, and solar and geothermal 
energy. 


Oil- COMPANIES now provide about one-filth of 


U.S. coal production and about one-third of uranium 
output. Exxon, Gulf Oil Corp., Shell, Mobil Corp. and 
Continental Oil are just a few of the companies 
deeply entrenched in in non-petroleum energy opera- 
tions. 
. . " 


For example, Continental owns Consolidated 


Coal Co., the second largest U.S. coal producer. 


- However, Carter has made clear his opposition 


t&'vertieal divestiture through a legislated breakup of 
piKdperalions. Carter says he instead favors tougher 
igC'of antitrust laws to increase competition. 
>»• Also, the 
Justice Department is considering 


whether oil-producing companies should even be al- 
lowed to operate their own pipelines. 


On the more pressing issue of horizontal divesti- 


ture", Carter has stopped short of proposing legisla- 
tion in this.area but has nonetheless left the door 
ojpen. His energy program unveiled last month ex- 
pressed concern about oil company involvement in 
npn-oil'areas.

The Energy Reasearch and Development Admin- 


istration (ERDA) has awarded a $393,000 contract to 
the San Diego Unified School District for a solar 
heating and cooling system being designed by Hugh 
Carter Engineering Corp. of Garden Grove. 


The system will go into the new University High : 


School. 


,The contract is the fourth largest of the 80 


announced by ERDA and the largest in the West. 


.Carter is designing the system to heat class- 


rooms, administration building, gymnasium and 
domestic water, and to cool the administration build- 
ing and classrooms. 


The central plant system will cost a little over SI 


million with the district providing 64 per cent and the 
balance from ERDA. 


The EHDA contract is part of the agency's 


national program to demonstrate solar energy use in 
commercial nonresidential buildings.. 


"THE SAVINGS in energy (or the school's first 


20 years is expected to total $2 million," said Dr. 
Richard Fergin, solar systems specialist for Carter. 
"The solar collection and storage system will provide 
75 per cent of the energy requirements of the heating, 
cooling and hot water systems." 


Approval of the district's ERDA proposal will 


make University City High School the first school in 
San Diego to be cooled with solar energy — one of the 
largest in the U.S. 


The University City High School contract is the 


second part of a five-year ERDA demonstration pro- 
gram which started in 1975. 


"This second series of commercial solar projects 


will take advantage of improvements in solar tech- 
nology and also place specific emphasis on energy 
conservation techniques," said Dr. Henry H. Marvin, 


director of ERDA's Division of Solar Energy in 
Washington. 


The 11 ERDA awards in California range from 


$450 for a fire station to the University City High 
School contract. 


ERDA ALSO announced that University City 


High School has been selected to be among those 
projects equipped with monitoring systems to collect 
performance data. This information will be transfer- 
red directly into a central data processing and 
analysis operation at the IBM Systems Division in 
Hunfsville, Ala. 


"A central plant for heating, cooling and hot 


water systems has a low life cycle cost and makes a 
total integrated system feasible," said Hugh C. 
Carter, chairman of the board. 


"The San Diego Unified School District's com- 


mitment to energy conservation continues in the 
University City High School solar project." 


Carter Engineering has designed solar energy 


systems for three other San Diego schools.

Huntington Beach 
site looked at for 
new power plant 


Huntington Beach is a possible 


site for a 1,290-megawatt Southern 
California Edison Co. power plant 
that would burn fuel similar to jet 
fuel. 


The utility announced Friday 


that the site of its existing plant in 
Hunfwgton Beach is one of four 
being considered for the new plant, 
that would cost between $750 mil- 
lion and $1 billion. 


The three other sites are the 


company's existing facility at Or- 
mond Beach south of Oxnard in 
Ventura County, an undeveloped 
site in the Lucerne Valley in San 
Bernardino County, or another 
undeveloped site west of Rosamond 
in the Kern County portion of the 
Antelope Valley, according to 
Thomas Reed, project director. • 


The facility would include three 


units, each using five turbines. Ex- 
haust from the turbines would flow 
into water and create enough 
steam to operate a sixth generator. 


The utility intends to file a no- 


tice of intent to build the plant with 
the State Energy Commission next 
month. If the commission grants 
approval, the plant could tie in 
operation as early .as 1965, Reed 
said. . 
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MIAMI — Millions ot dollars 


worth of cocaine got lost some- 
where between government keep- 
ers and the courts, a blistering U.S. 
Customs internal audit has con- 
cluded. 


Fifteen pounds of cocaine, val- 


ued at $3.5 million, was lost be- 
tween Customs and U.S. District 
Court, auditors reported after they 
scrutinized 93 drug seizures made 
in 1975. 


Another cocaine haul worth $2.9 


million may have been destroyed, 
but nobody really knows what hap- 
pened after the Miami Customs sei- 
zure clerk took custody of the drug. 


OTHER LOSSES in a total $7- 


million worth of missing narcotics, 
auditors said, involved small quan- 
tities of cocaine and marijuana that 
could not be fully accounted for. 


The audit report, which Cus- 


toms officials last month refused to 
volunteer to Knighl-Ridder News- 
papers, was made available by a 
confidential source.

Both Mrs. Trudeau and 
Jagger denied any romantic in- 
volvement. 


Margaret, who stayed with 


Princess Yasmin Khan, daughter of 
actress Rita Hayworth and 
Aly 


Khan, during her time in New 
York, said she could not under- 
stand "where anyone would get the 
idea" she was having a romance 
with the singer. 


JAGGER told reporters he (lew 


to New York to visit his wife and 
daughter and added, "Margaret 
Trudeau is a very attractive, per- 
son, but we are not having an af- 
fair." 


The Trudeaus were last seen 


together publicly on May 16 at a 
Parliament Hill ceremony announc- 
ing plans for the Canada Summer 
Games in Newfoundland. 


At that time they accepted a 


Newfoundland puppy for their sons 
— Justin Pierre, 5, Alexandre 
(Sacha) Emmanuel, 3, and -Michel 
Charles-Emilc, who will be 2 in 
October. 


The next day, Margaret flew to 


New York to attend a ballet and 
then went to Washington for the 
White House, press photographers' 
dinner as a guest of People maga- 
zine.

announce that because of Marga- 
ret's wishes they shall begin living 
separate and apart.

ent career. 


"Pierre will have custody of 


their three sons, giving Margaret 
generous access to them.

Trudeau was a bachelor prime 


minister when he slipped away for 
the surprise marriage to Margaret 
Sinclair, daughter of a former 
federal fisheries minister.

"He taught me a lot about lov- 


ing," she told a televised election 
rally in her hometown of North 
Vancouver, B.C. She later told 
friends she had hoped Trudeau 
would lose and quit politics so they 
could have more time together. 


Huntington Beach 
site looked at for 
new power plant 


Huntington Beach is a possible 


site for a 1,290-megawatt Southern 
California Edison Co. power plant 
that would burn fuel similar to jet 
fuel. 


The utility announced Friday 


that the site of its existing plant in 
Huntington Beach is one of four 
being considered for the new plant, 
that would cost between $750 mil- 
lion and $1 billion. 


The three other sites are the 


company's existing facility at Or: 
mond Beach south of Oxnard in 
Ventura County, an undeveloped 
site in the Lucerne Valley in San 
Bernardino County, or another 
undeveloped site west of -Rosamond 
in the Kern County portion of the 
Antelope Valley, according to 
Thomas Reed, project director. 
. The facility would include three 
units, each using five turbines. Ex- 
haust from the turbines would flow 
into water and create enough 
steam to operate a sixth generator. 


The utility intends to file a no- 


tice of intent to build the plant with 
the State Energy Commission next 
month. If the commission grants 
approval, the plant could oe in 
operation as early .as 1965, Reed 
said.

pened after the Miami Customs sei- 
zure clerk took custody of the drug. 


OTHER LOSSES in a total $7- 


million worth of missing narcotics, 
auditors said, involved small quan- 
tities of cocaine and marijuana that 
could not be fully accounted for. 


The. audit report, which Cus- 


toms officials last month refused to 
volunteer to Knighl-Ridder News- 
papers, was made available by a 
confidential source.

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Mario: 500 tops L.B. Grand Prix

INDlANAPOLIS-For 32 of the 33 people who will 


start Sunday's 61st Indianapolis 500-mile race, it will be 
the pinnacle of their carrers. 


Tom Soeva, who set a one-lap record of 200.535 mph 


and four-lap average of 198.884 in winning the pole 
position, says it's the greatest thrill of his 28 years. 


If anyone doubts the importance that A.J. Foyt 


attaches to the Indy 500, consider that he won here three 
times in his first 10 years and is coming up on his lOlh 
dry for that record fourth victory. 


For Mario Andretti, however, winning this race is 


but one of two goals he has set for himself in 1977. 


"Front a race standpoint, winning Indianapolis is as 


important as any championship you're after,' said the 
37-year-old resident of Nazareth, Pa., who is pursuing 
the World Formula One championship with a fervor one 
might think would be reserved for youth. 


"No one will remember me as the winner of the 


1977 Long Beach Grand Prix or the Spanish Grand 
Prix," Mario said. "But they will remember me if I win 
this race, just as they will remember if I win the World 
Championship." 


From the sound of it, you'd think the man was still 


struggling up the ladder of success, The truth of the 
matter is he is trying to more firmly entrench his 
position at the top. 


He first came to Indy in 1965, finished third and was 


unanimous choice as Rookie of the Year. He went on to 
win the national championship that year, the following 
year and again in 1969, the year he won this race. 


In the interim, he proved his versatility by winning 


the Da#ona 500 and tne 12 Hours of Scbring interna- 
tional sports car race. 


Since then, Andretti has enjoyed considerable suc- 


cess in the United States Auto Club's dirt-car champion- 


ship series and the Sports Car Club of America's 
Formula 5,000 series. 


Three years ago, he began his quest for the 


Formula One crown, an idea that traces its roofs to his 
boyhood days in Trieste, Italy. 


But this week, the Grand Prix courses of the world 


are about as far from his mind as possible. The only 
thing he is thinking about is the Indianapolis 500. 


"A lot of people don't understand when in March I 


said I couldn't care less about the 500," Andretfi said. 
"If you have an intensive program like I have, you have 
to concentrate on the current one and forget'(lie rest. In 
the end, that's the only way to do the best job-one day 
at a time." 


There are other things that are on Andretli's mind 


in the way of strategy. Foremost is (he fact that, 
although this track has been here for 68 years, it will be 
pretty much of an unknown factor because it was 
recently repayed. 
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"It has changed the 


whole Ihing," Andretti 
said. "It has made it 
faster for some and slower 
for others. There^are a lot 
of intangibles that 1 think 
will make for a few sur- 
prises. We'll see who can 
figure them out."

The dazzling success story

,HOLLYWOOD(AP)-In 


the "new Hollywood," 
where record studios are 
busier than film factories,

and Casablanca" with 
reverence. 


But there's a difference. 
The object of admira- 


tion is not the 1943 movie 
or its star. Instead, it's 
1977's recording industry 
wonderchild — Neil Bo- 
gart — and his small but 
mighty record company, 
Casablanca. 


IT IS the kind of daz- 


zling success story the old 
movies could have told 
well: 


A young man . w i t h 


ambition sells his share of 
a small New York record' 
company to go West. He 
borrows $2.5 million to 
start his own firm, then 
releases his first record 
and it flops, losing $1 mil- 
lion. 


The scene shifts to two 


years later. Neil Bogart, 
ensconced to Moroccan- 
style offices on the Sunset 
Strip, is a millionaire al 
34. 


"We've gone from a 


deficit to a $30 million 
company in two 'years,," 
exults Bogart. 


"We've released 20 


albums. Nine of them 
went gold ($1 million to 
sales) and three went 
platinum (one million 
albums sold). That slatis- 
tic has to be mind bog- 
gling in the industry."

Outsid- 
ers might say it was the 
star 'power of two Casa- 
blanca acts — Kiss and 
Donna Summer.

Spacek is fascinating to watch, 
both on the screen and off. 


She has proved her stardom in 


two successive films: "Carrie," a 
Gothic tale that became one of the 
surprise hits of 1976, and (he cur- 
rent "Three Women," Robert Alt- 
man's murkily symbolic, disturbing 
report on female relationships.

a performing career in New York, 
where she lost some of her accent 
arid gained experience .in coffee 
houses and off-Broadway plays.

for America's future.

Active Seal Beach architect creates passive'system 
Cheap solar-heating for home develops

A Seal Beach architect has an idea about 


how to let (he sun heat your home at less 
expense lhan. conventional heating or even 
conventional solar systems. • .

Pinney, '.'that I don't want too many people to

easily be put into new construction and, with 
slight alterations, in already-built buildings, 
is what engineers call a "passive" system. 


That means it has no moving parts like 


pumps, motors, fans or plumbing. 


"The key component," Pinney says,'"is ' 


a transparent solar collector 'coyer and: a 
simple, self-closing vent system." ' 
: 


What he means by "solar collector 


cover" is that the wall is painted a dark cpior 
— .black is perfect but dark brown or bronze 


will do nicely — and a clear plastic sheet is 
placed over it, leaving a thin, one-to-two-inch 
air space between. 


, What"he means by "self-closing vent sys- 


tem" is a simple vent at the bottom to allow 
.the air from the room to enter the space 
between the wall-and the sheeting with a 
more complicated vent at the top that allows 
the heated air to rise and flow but into the 
room.

The top vent is complicated because it 


also has a vent to the outside that can be 
adjusted to force the hot air outside if the 
room gets too warm.

It is "self-closing" because; Pinney says, 


the outer vent cover is bigger and heavier 
than the inner one, so that it will pull the 


• inner vent closed if there isn't enough warm 


air passing through the system. 


"In addition to its simplicity," be says, 


: "it has the additional function of helping (o 


cool during the summer months by general- 
ing interior cross ventilation. "• 


• Pinney claims that the system will be 


capable of providing 60 per cent of the heat 


necessary to warm the average 1,000-to-1,200- 
square-foot house. 


The cost of a 4-by-S-foot panel will run 


. about $100, Pinney says, and would be capa- 


ble of providing one-third to one-half of the 
heai necessary to warm a small room. 


The number of panels needed for a par- 


. ticular bouse would depend on its location and 
position in regard to the sun. 


Pinney, a 47-year-old bachelor of 1637 


Seal Way,; first became Interested in solar 
energy architecture in 1972 while working at 
the Urban Systems Lab at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 


"I decided to work on passive — as 


opposed to active — solar systems," he says, 
"Because the active systems are complicated, 
expensive and not top reliable." 


He wrote a paper on "Energy Envelope/ 


(passive) Systems" for the International 
Energy Solar Society convention held at the 
UCLA in June 1975.' 


Although the Pinney system has not actu- 


ally been built.yet, he is.working toward 
installations of it on trailers in the Seal Beach 
Trailer Park for developer Bill Dawson.

John P. Gilchrist, Sacramento lobby- 
ist for the institute, said U.S. commercial 
fishing boats were not taking in the "opti- 
mum .sustainable yield" of swordfish 
from California waters, and that fact

^fisrfhere. 


Herbert Kameon of Santa Monica ap- 


peared on behalf of Long Beach attorney 
Clarence Hunt, representing the Tuna 
Club, the Long Beach Yacht Club and a 
number of other sport-fishing organiza- 
tions, and told the commission the use of 
spotter airplanes directing commercial 
fishing boats to swordfish threatened to 
deplete the area's swordJish population 
dangerously. 


He said swordfish being taken at the 


time of the ban were of a smaller aver- 
age size than previously, ah indication, 
he said, that the fish were also shrinking 
in number.

Q. 1 have a 1939 Mercury sedan (hat's literally 


driving me up a wall. I have just installed a new fuel 
ptuilp al the recommendation of a reputable me- 
chanic. 


Slill. 1 am getting gasoline pumped into the oil 


pan. 1 can drain the crankcase, put in only two quarts 
of oil lit holds four) and after about 30 minutes of 
driving lime, the dipstick shows full (gas, of course). 


Any suggestions, please? — F.H., Seattle, Wash. 
A.'Assuming the new fuel pump is in good 


working order (fuel leaking into the crankcase is 
caused by a cracked diaphragm), the only other 
possibility is down the cylinder walls.

plugs isn't firing. It could be caused by fouling of the 
plug itself or by a broken ignition wire or a broken 
connector in the distributor cap. 


What happens is that the fuel enters that cylin- 


der washes down the walls and into the crankcase. 


The reason you might not notice it is that engine 


compression (it was 6.15-to-l when new) is further 
reduced by years of use. In a newer high-compres- 
sion engine, a non-firing plug would be clearly evi- 
dent as a miss. 


The way to cheek is to ran the engine for a few 


minutes, then shut it off and pull the plugs. The one 
(5) th'at isn't firing will be very obvious. It will be 
soaking wet. Then trace it back to discover why it 
isn't (iring and make the repair. 
:. • .Whatever you do, don't run it in that condition, 
the" lack of lubrication will very quickly score the 
cylinder walls and, at the least, you'll face a reboring 
job.-' 


Q. My car, a 1968 Chrysler station wagon, has 


worn out two sets of tires on the rear just like they do 
oiv the front when it is in need of alignment. They 
wear just on the side. 


Can you tell me what is wrong and what 1 can 


do?-\V.B., Chester, Pa. 


A. There are a few possibilities all having to do 


with the way your car's rear wheels line up with the 
front wheels. There obviously is a discrepancy. The 
cause is something else again. 


To check, put the front wheels pointing directly 


ahead. Then, using a tape measure, check the dis- 
tance .from the center of the rear wheel to the'centcr 
of'the front on one side, then the other. I'm sure 
you'll find a difference. 


The usual cause of thsi is an accident that causes 


damage to a car's structural integrity. That usually 
is quite difficult to fix. 


Sometimes the rear spring shackles slip, allow- 


ing the car to shift in relation to the rear axle. This 
not only causes uneven wear patterns on the tires bul 
niakes the car appear to be moving "crabwise" down 
the road. 


Q. I have a 1872 Volvo 14-l-E with automatic 


transmission. I purchased the car used and was 
informed by the previous owner that he had used only 
high-quality non-detergent oil in the engine and that 
he had changed the oil faithfully every 2,000 miles. 


I have been advised to switch to detergent multi- 


viscosity oil. Arc there advantages to doing this? Is it 
possible that the cleaning action of the detergent oil 
could plug things np with the settled gunk? What 
about oil use? Is it likely 1 would use much more oil 
by switching to detergent oil or would that be tempo- 
rary? - X.C.. Ipswich, N.H. 


A; Not too long ago, 1 advised (he owner of a 1969 


Camaro with 75,000 miles on it not to switch from 
non-detergent to detergent oil. I said that ! felt that 
detergent oils will lend to clean oul sludge buildups 
from the other oil and could cause increased oil 
consumption. 


An Exxon representative responded to that by 


saying that I am perpetuating an old wives' t.ale. If 
is. he said. Exxon's position that non-detergent oils 
not be used in anything except "bicycles and roller 
skates." 


He claims that detergent oils will not clean out 


deposits left by non-detergent oils. Rather, it will only 
prevent any additional buildup. 


He added that there arc very few high-quality 


non-detergent oils on the market and that motorists 
in such situations would be advised (o use a lop- 
quality multi-viscosity detergent oil, changing both 
the oil and filter at factor)1 specified intervals. 


I'm not so sure, especially in high-mileage cars 


in which there is no documented evidence of the 
frequency of maintenace. 


However, I do agree with him that high-quality 


nomlelergent oils are becoming more and more 
scarce, both in the number of manufacturers and in 
availability. 


With your ear that has had frequent changes of 


. both oil and fitter by an owner who obviously cared, 1 


wouldn't worn1 about switching over. In the long run, 
1 think you'd be better off. 


And I wouldn't be concerned about sediment 


glinting things up because the detergent additives in 
oil don't work that way. Simply stated, the detergents 
keep the foreign particles suspended in the oil so that 
when you drain your oil, they are flushed out of the 
engine. 


Il's true that the oil may pick up some sludge, 


mainly that which has accumulated in the bottom of 
the slump. For that reason, you might be advised to 
change oil and filter more often than recommended 
the first couple of times. 


As for increased consumption, that won't happen 


unless the engine is severely worn. If it does occur, it 
will not be temporary.
